average of 


41,141,000 pounds. 


If a fowl averaging five pounds 


were served to the families on relief 
rolls on Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas Day. around 30,000.000 pounds 
of chicken would be taken off the 
market. 


In addition, a plan for the pur- 


chase of 1,000,000 cases of, eggs for 
distribution to the destitute has 
been drawn at the farm administra- 
tion for presentation to the relief 
organization. 


Experts said 


1,000,000 cases, 


the distribution of 
or 360,000,000 eggs 


probably would cause an increase m 
price which would bring consider- 
ably more to the farmers than the 
approximately $5,000,000 it would 
take to buy the eggs. . 


It was estimated Tuesday that a
